Conference, and the brethren gathered about and paid him 
affectionate tribute. 

When the name of L. Carley was called the Secretary read 
a paper from him which, upon motion, was ordered spread upon 
the Journal of the Conference, and a copy furnished the New 
Orleans Christian Advocate for publication. 

The name of W. B. Waldrop was called and he was passed 
in examination of character and his name referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations for the Supernumerary Rela- 
tion. 

The name of G. S. Harmon was called and he was passed in 
examination of character. 

The name of T. B. Holloman was called and, he having died 
during the year, his name was referred to the Committee on 
Memoirs. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Fifty-one years ago this December I was admit- 
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ted on trial in the Mississippi Conference. Today there is only one 
man in the Conference who was a member when I joined it — Brother 
Ira B. Robertson. Of my own class I only remain. For the past eight 
years I have been on the roll of superannuates. 

My reason for not being present with you at this session of the 
Conference is that I am needed at home on account of family afflic- 
tions. My own health is perhaps better than that of the average man 
of my age. 

In the ‘ providence of God I have a comfortable home. It is my 
own property and is free of all incumbrances. 

My time is occupied in various ways. In addition to the duties 
already alluded to, and to other duties incidental to the usual home, I 
teach a class in the Sunday School, conduct prayer meetings occas- 
ionally, preach some, marry the living and bury the dead, visit among 
the sick and the well, help the pastor in getting subscribers for our 
church papers, and try to follow him as my divinely appointed leader 
in every good word and work. I read some of our best periodicals and 
try to keep abreast of the times by some acquaintance with the books 
of the day. I correspond for six daily newspapers and one weekly. 
In fact, I am kept so busy most of the time that I am not bothered 
with the “blues.” By the grace of God, I am generally in a good 
humor and enjoy the society of my fellow man. I try to be prayerful 
and useful and hope to be ready when the Master shall call me. 

The experience of a superannuate is unique in many ways. It 
has its lights and shadows. The superannuate stands on a line that 
gives him a distinct and impartial view of both the ministry and laity. 
Since my superannuation, I have seen some things, I think, in a clearer 
and better light than I ever saw them while in the active pastorate. 

I am sure that I love Methodism with an increasing appreciation of 
its polity and doctrines. I think I have a more intelligent grasp of 
its mission in the world and would be glad to give my life again to 
the proimgation of its teachings. I think I see more distinctly than 
ever its perils and possibilities and I am jealous of its honor among 
men. 

If you will permit me to do so, I shall presume to make a few 
suggestions about matters to which I have given a good deal of 
thought: 

1. Do not lower the standard of education in admitting young 
men into the Conference. There are many temptations at times to do 
this. Whatever may have been permissible in the past, an educated 
ministry is one of the crying needs of the times and will be more so 
in the future. 

2. Let more emphasis and prominence be given in our ministra- . 
tions to the distinctive doctrines of Methodism. We all believe that 
our doctrines are the doctrines of the Bible. But we are surrounded 
by those who do not hesitate to denounce some of them as diabolical 
heresies. I believe that we need to emphasize more determinedly the 
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direct witness of the Spirit, infant baptism and the possibility of 
apostasy. I believe that it is time for us, with loving hearts, hut with 
firmness of conviction, to maintain more strenuously than is usual 
with some of us the doctrines of our Methodism. I believe that untold 
harm has resulted from the constant attacks, made by some of our 
fellow Christians, upon our interpretation of the Word of God. I 
believe that by means of the press, the Sunday School and the pulpit 
we should strive to perpetuate what the fathers of Methodism achieved 
for us by their faithful preaching and defense of the truth. 

3. Let our evangelists understand that they are sent out as Meth- 
odist preachers and not as propagandists of undenominationalism. 
Other denominations, I fear, are wiser in this respect than we are. 
Their evangelists do not hesitate to magnify their peculiar systems 
of doctrine, and it is not in me to find fault with them for doing this. 
What is believed to be true should be preached to all people every- 
where. If our doctrines are true, as we believe them to be, we should 
proclaim them loudly and widely as we try to fulfill our mission in the 
world. While saying this I am not unmindful of the fact that a real 
Methodist preacher can be, and should be, a man of the broadest 
catholicity. 

4. Let some plan be adopted to give our work more publicity. The 
columns of secular newspapers are more open today to items of real 
religious news than ever before. Baptists and Presbyterians are out- 
stripping us in putting their work before the public by means of the 
secular press. This is not because the newspapers are partial to these 
denominations, but it is due to the alertness of these churches and 
their realization of the value of publicity. I think it might be wise 
for every Annual, District, Quarterly and Church Conference to have 
a standing committee on publicity. 

My brethren will pardon me for making these suggestions. You 
may not see them as I do. 

Hoping and praying that you may have a pleasant and profitable

The following report of the Seashore Divinity School was 
read by H. M. Ellis : 

Report of the Seashore Divinity School. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Notwithstanding the continued handicap of in- 
adequate hotel facilities, the Seashore Divinity School conducted its 
annual meeting June 22nd to July 1st, 1920, with an attendance of 
preachers larger than for a number of years. This fact shows beyond 
a question that the continued life and progress of this institution is 
of vital importance. 

The program of lectures at this year’s session was fully up to the 
high standard of previous years and gave universal satisfaction. 

The work for the Conference undergraduates is ably supervised 
from year to year by Dr. H. H. McNeil, of the Alabama Conference, 
who has been the Dean of this department almost since the opening 
of the Divinity School. The work is done by a faculty consisting of 
representatives of the Examining Committees of the three Annual 
Conferences. 

After several years of most satisfactory service. Rev. C. W. Crisler 
declined to serve longer as President, and Rev. H. M. Ellis, of the 
Mississippi Conference, was elected in his place. 

Plans for the program of 1921 are well under way. Bishop Quayle 
having promised to be with us again if in America. 

On account of increased cost of railjoad transportation and of 
hotel accommodations, the expense of the coming year will be greater 
than before, and we respectfully request that your Board of Education 
make some increase in appropriation if possible. 

We respectfully urge you to give careful consideration to the ac- 
companying report of the Joint Commission relative to the transfer of 
the Camp Grounds property to the Annual Conferences.

Last year a statement was submitted to us, showing a deficit of 
$214.00, due from the Mississippi Conference to the Asbury Memorial 
Fund. Of this amount $31.00 was apportioned to each of the districts 
of the Conference. All the districts except Jackson and Meridian have 
paid their quotas. We recommend that $31.00 be again assessed to 
each of these two districts and that the Presiding Elders be requested 
to collect these amounts and forward them to Smith & Lamar, Nash- 
ville, Tenn., as early as practicable.

SECOND DAY— EVENING SESSION. 

Brookhaven, Mississippi, December 2, 1920. 

Opening — The Conference met at 7 o’clock. Bishop Mc- 
Murry presiding. 

Devotions — The devotions of the evening were conducted 
by W. H. Huntley. 

Minutes — The Minutes of the Afternoon Session were read 
and approved. 

Educational Program. 

The concluding features of the day’s program on Educa- 
tion were carried out. 

The Bishop presented J. L. Neill, who gave a stereopticon 
lecture on the educational interests and institutions of the 
Church. 

During the presentation of the slides showing Millsaps Col- 
lege, the Lewis Brothers quartette, three of whom are grad- 
uates of the College, gave a medley of College songs. 

Bishop McMurry addressed the Conference on the impor- 
tance of the Christian Education movement of the Church, and 
gave hearty endorsement to and earnest commendation of the 
program formulated by the General Conference. 

The following report was read and adopted : 
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Report No. One Board of Education. 

I. Whereas, the General Conference in its prophetic consideration 
of the two great responsibilities of the Church recommended that 
there be two great Church-wide movements in the present quadren- 
nium, one for missions and one for Christian education, in the follow- 
ing resolution: 

“We recommend that the right of way he given to the Centenary 
Movement in the first two years, and to the Educational Campaign 
during the second two years of the quadrennium and that during 
these two periods as far as possible the full power of the Church be 
delivered in these respective campaigns.” 

II. And, where as our Conference educational institutions are in 
pressing need of additional funds in order that they not only may 
move forward with the progress and development of the Church, but 
in truth even in order to maintain their present efficiency under chang* 
ing conditions, and whereas we recognize the fact that our educational 
institutions have by order of the General Conference been kept for 
the past two years from presenting their needs to the Conference and 
connection. 

III. And, inasmuch as the tragic events of the past few years have 
taught us that education without Christ is a mockery and therefore 
that if America is to be true to its mission, education must be Chris- 
tian. 

IV. And, whereas, our denomination is now short eight hundred 
preachers and is calling for hundreds of missionaries and trained 
workers not now available, and inasmuch as we recognize our respon- 
sibilities for recruiting and training young men and young women 
for this work, if our Church is to grow and serve. 

V. And inasmuch as we feel therefore our responsibility jointly 
with the other Conferences to focus our attention this year upon all 
the processes of Christian education in the home, the church and the 
school, therefore be it resolved: 

First — That this Conference co-operate most heartily in the plans 
of the Educational Commission’s five-fold objective in carrying out 
the instructions of the General Conference. 

Second — Be it resolved, that we take all proper steps to fix the 
attention of all our people upon the fundamental place of the Christian 
education in the life and mission of our Church, and that to this end 
we urge pastors to preach and teach and laymen to lend their infiu- 
ence in every possible way. 




Third — That we call upon our people for their prayers in behalf 
of the presidents and faculties and trustees of our schools and for 
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our young people in attendance upon them, praying especially that 
the right young men and women may be led to give their lives as 
preachers, missionaries and trained workers, and that these schools 
may supplement the work of home and church in leading the young 
people of this generation to the acknowledgment of Christians as 
their Lord and Master in whatever work they may choose. 

Fourth — That we appoint a Conference Educational Commission 
to be made up as follows: Dr. A. F. Watkins, Dr. I. W. Cooper, Rev. 

M. L. Burton, Mr. W. M. Buie, Mr. W. D. Davis, and Prof. Joe Cook, 
for the purpose of co-operating with the connectional Educational 
Commission and for putting in operation the necessary plans for secur- 
ing the support of all our churches for this movement. 

Fifth — That we assume as the quota for this Conference the sum 
of $1,278,500 and authorize the Conference Educational Commission 
with the help of Presiding Elders to divide this amount equitably 
among the churches of the Conference. 

Sixth — That we request the appointment of a Conference Educa- 
tional Secretary to be the full-time executive of the Conference Edu- 
cational Commission and that we pledge such secretary, when ap- 
pointed, our full loyalty and support. 

Seventh — That we call upon our Churches to co-operate in a man- 
ner worthy of the impelling need of our Christian Education program 
in arousing every member to an appreciation of his or her responsi- 
bility and in giving fullest financial support in the collection to be 
taken next spring. 

Eighth — That December 26th, 1920, be designated as Educational 
Sunday.

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Yesterday morning you referred to your Board 
of Church Extension for our consideration the $5,000.00 obligation 
assumed by this Conference nine years ago, relative to the building 
of the Representative Church in Washington City, D. C., of which 
obligation $4,272.00 remains unpaid. 

We beg to submit the following report: 

Inasmuch as this is the first time this matter has been put into 
the hands of this Board, we discussed the proposition freely, as to 
the merits of the enterprise, the moral obligations resting upon the 
Conference, and the financial depression that prevails throughout our 
Conference at this time. We came to this decision: 

That it was unwise to place an additional assessment upon the 
Conference at the present time, but that the members of the Board 
pledge ourselves to raise $150.00 a year from each Presiding Elder’s 
district, until the obligation is met in full; that the pastors and lay- 
men residing in the several districts become the responsible agents 
for raising this sum as a special.

Question Seventeen — ‘‘Are all the preachers blameless in 
their life and official administration?’’ was called, and the 
name of M. M. Black was called and he submitted a written 
report of his labors as Commissioner of Millsaps College, and 
his character was passed. 

Report Commissioner Millsaps College. 

To the President and Members of the Honorable Board of Education 
of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — During the past eleven months I have labored 
diligently in the campaign for funds for the Millsaps College Dor- 
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mitory, and I am gratified to report that since the beginning of our 
undertaking in January, 1917, we have raised a total of $97,080.44, as 
follows: Cash to date, $72,608.31; subscriptions outstanding, $24,- 

472.13. Of said amount in subscriptions, $5,007.50 consists of uncol- 
lected subscriptions in the City of Jackson, and $19,464.58 of subscrip- 
tions over the State at large. Since December 1st, 1919, I have raised 
in cash and new subscriptions $21,678.26. During the last twelve 
months we have collected $15,352.28 in cash for the dormitory. 

I take great pleasure in reporting that the first and second wings 
of our new dormitory, namely. Burton Hall and Galloway Hall, were 
completed during the latter part of March, and were immediately 
opened to the students of the College, to their great gratification. The 
new plant represents an investment of very nearly $100,000.00. In 
order to finish and furnish the first and second wings of our dormi- 
tory, it was found necessary to incur an indebtedness of $24,500, on 
account of the fact that we have $24,472.13 in subscriptions outstand- 
ing, a number of which are not yet due. As the maiority of these 
subscriptions have been made by well-to-do laymen, we expect the 
indebtedness to be reduced in two or three years to $6,000 or $7,000. 

I wish to report further that I have been active in representing 
the College at the District Conferences of both Annual Conferences, 
and also in canvassing for students. On November 1st I was released 
by the Millsaps College authorities in order to serve our General Ed- 
ucation Commission temporarily as one of the field secretaries.

Whereas, Among the peoples of Armenia and Syria a most des- 
perate situation, brought about by the world war, continues to exist 
today; and 

Whereas, The Near East Relief was chartered by the United States 
Congress and organized for the purpose of raising and disbursing funds 
and supplies contributed by the American public to relieve the destitu- 
tion of these suffering peoples, and especially to care for the hun- 
dreds of thousands of helpless orphan children; and 

Whereas, The Near East Relief is assisting in the preservation of 
the oldest Christian nation and the result of much Christian mission- 
ary effort from destruction at the hands of a nation which is the sworn 
enemy of the Christian teaching; and 

Whereas, The Mississippi Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, recognizing the need of co-operation among the Meth- 
odist Churches in any relief measures that may be under way, there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, That the Mississippi Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, assembled in annual meeting at Brookhaven, 
Mississippi, December 3rd, 1920, endorses the work of the Near East 
Relief, and recommends that we do all within our power to forward 
this noble work, especially in connection with the thank-offering cam- 
paign of the Near East Relief during the period from Thanksgiving to 
Christmas of 1920.

Introduced — Dr. T. J. Bailey, Superintendent of the Mis- 
sissippi Anti-Saloon League, was introduced and addressed the 
Conference. Mr. B. W. Cause, State Manager of the Anti- 
Saloon League, was introduced and spoke to the Conference. 

The following report was read and adopted: 

Report — Board Temperance and Social Service. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — The Temperance and Social Service Board re- 
spectfully submit to the one hundred and seventh session of the Mis- 
sissippi Annual Conference of the M. E. Church, South, the following 
report of the activities of the year just ended and recommendations 
for the year we are just now about to enter upon. 

The past year has seen the consummation of the legislative phase 
of the great reform known as prohibition — we are now ready to enter 
in upon the enforcement phase. 

We call upon all the Christian forces of our State to co-operate 
with all agencies that seek to secure the full and final enforcement 
of the Federal constitutional amendment on prohibition, urging upon 
such forces the need of organization in the matter of securing enforce- 
ment as in the matter of securing legislation. 

In this connection we commend the work now being done by the 
W. C. T. U. and the Anti-Saloon League of our State in bringing proper 
pressure to bear when and where needed in the matter^of enforcement 
as they did in the matter of legislation, to the end that our State may 
be the first in enforcement as it was in ratification of the Eighteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States. 



We were glad to have Mr. Baldwin W. Cause, State Field Manager 
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of the Anti-Saloon League of Mississippi, with us in our committee 
meeting and for the suggestions he offered. 

We further call attention of all parents, Sunday School teachers, 
and day school teachers to co-operate with the Church in the suppres- 
sion and elimination of the cigarette habit that threatens the health 
and usefulness of many of our boys. 

Some organization will claim the leadership for the social service 
of every community. We believe the Church should furnish this 
leadership and that it should be broad enough, wise enough, and re- 
ligious enough, to give force and power to this unit. 

The modern dance and the widespread desecration of the Sabbath 
for pleasure trips, for baseball games, etc., claim our attention and 
should receive our condemnation. At the same time, all the depart- 
ments of the Church should study and pray that God might guide the 
Church how to provide adequately for the social needs of both young 
and old in the communities where we may have churches. 

We believe that the godly women of our church cannot render 
better service to God and to nfan than in using their time and talent 
in training and developing our young people for service in the com- 
mon activities in the community so that God may be glorified in the 
lives of the people of the community, and the Church honored in the 
esteem of the public mind, hoping that there may be a speedy reform 
by placing the church in its rightful place in the social work and 
reform and its rightful place in the heart of the community, we re- 
spectfully submit this report.

Report — Board of Christian Literature. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Your Board of Christian Literature believes that 
to us has been committed one of the most vital interests of the 
Church. We have, therefore, given it our careful consideration. 

We were glad to have before us Dr. T. N. Ivey, Editor of the 
Christian Advocate, and Rev. H. T. Carley, Editor of the New Orleans 
Christian Advocate, each interestingly representing the paper he edits. 

It is cause for serious thought that nearly all our Church periodi- 
cals are at present in financial straits. Some of them are engaged in 
a battle for existence, while others are living out of alien funds. But 
as serious as these financial troubles may seem, it is far more regret- 
table that so small a proportion of our members subscribe for and 
read our various church periodicals, and thereby avail themselves of 
the information and help which they afford. That there is a lack of 
appreciation on the part of inany of our people is beyond question, 
but the fault may in part lie in lack of appeal of the paper itself. 
The divisive policy that has established an organ of publication for 
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each department of church activity has prevented any one paper 
carrying large general information concerning all our Church interests 
and activities. To avail oneself of full information as to his church’s 
life and progress, a Methodist must subscribe for several periodicals. 
If we had one great paper for the home — not for the preacher only — 
carrying weekly to our people the latest information and appeals from 
all departments of Methodist life and activity, we believe the appeal 
for subscriptions would be strengthened many fold, and the interest 
largely increased. Rev. H. T. Carley appreciated this viewpoint and 
assured us of his purpose to conform the New Orleans Christian Ad- 
vocate as much thereto as possible in future. 

« 

We recommend that our Conference co-operate with the Louisiana 
and North Mississippi Conferences, which have already taken action, 
in relieving the financial embarrassment of the New Orleans Advocate 
by accepting an assessment of $1,308.00 for editorial service as its 
share of a sum equal to the salary of the Editor, plus a small expense 
fund. 

We also recommend that our Conference accept as the minimum 
of its goal in the campaign for subscribers for the coming year one 
New Orleans Christian Advocate to every ten members of the church, 
looking ultimately to putting the paper into every Methodist home. 
Let us remember that only as we have a reading church shall we have 
an intelligent church. 

All our church literature is of high class and we recommend it 
most heartily to all our people. We would specially urge our Sunday 
Schools to supply themselves with the safe and sane periodicals of our 
Church. 

We would also call attention to the doctrinal, missionary, educa- 
tional and other valuable tracts to be had for the asking from our 
headquarters at Nashville, Tenn., and we urge our preachers to supply 
themselves and sow down their fields with enlightening, convincing 
and stirring leaflets. 

We recommend the election of Reverends J. T. Leggett, J. R. Jones 
and C. W. Crisler as members of the Publishing Committee of the 
New Orleans Christian Advocate for the ensuing year.

The following report of the Hospital Commission was read 
and adopted: 

Report of the Hospital Commission. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — ^At the session of the Mississippi Conference held 
at McComb City, Miss., December 4th-9th, 1919, the following action 
was taken with reference to establishing a hospital within the bounds 
of the Conference: 

“Whereas, A large number of our people recognize the imperative 
need of increased hospital facilities; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, first, That the presiding Bishop be requested to appoint 
eight laymen and eight ministers to locate, erect or buy buildings 
and equip the same. 

“Resolved, second. That this committee be given full power to act 
as soon as in their judgment the interests of the Mississippi Confer- 
ence would be promoted.” 

Then, at the last session of the Conference, held in Meridian, 
Miss., November 26th-December 1st, 1920, the Commission was con- 
tinued for the purpose of completing its unfinished work, in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“But the fact that the Memphis Hospital is located where it will 
be impractical for most all cases within the bounds of our Conference 
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to receive a real and direct benefit from the institution; the Missis- 
sippi Conference has seen fit to propose a commodious hospital within 
the bounds of our own Conference. 

“Therefore, we recommend the re-election of the Mississippi Hos- 
pital Committee to be composed of the following: I. W. Cooper, Chas. 

W. Crisler, W. H. Saunders, S. E. Moreton, H. B. Watkins, J. M. Morse, 

L. L. Roberts, P. D. Hardin, John A. McLeod, L. N. Dantzler, W. M. 

Buie, J. T. Leggett, C. W. Cochran, P. H. Enochs, H. M. Ellis, James 
Hand, and J. S. Otis.” | 

Acting under the authority vested in it by the Conference, the 
Commission has proceeded to carry out the spirit of the above resolu- 
tions adopted at the two sessions of the Conference. 

On November 18th, 1920, we purchased from the King’s Daughters ; 

their hospital, located at the end of Bay Street, Hattiesburg, Miss., i 

which, with other purchases, gives us a magnificent site, covering 
four acres of ground, conveniently located with reference to the public 
utilities of the city and State. 

This property contains several substantial brick and frame build- 
ings, well suited for temporary use for hospital purposes. The hos- 
pital is a going concern with approximately fifty beds and has the 
hearty good will of the entire Hattiesburg area. 

Our Field Agent, Rev. H. G. Hawkins, has also been acting as i 

Superintendent since the Commission acquired ownership. 

The purchase price of the hospital was $42,826.65, approximately i 

$39,000.00 of which is in deferred notes, covering a term of nineteen 
years, and bearing four per cent interest. 

In consideration of locating the hospital at Hattiesburg, and with 
the assurance that the Conference will, within a reasonable length ^ 

of time proceed to build a first class modem hospital on this four- ' 

acre block, the City of Hattiesburg has donated the sum of $45,000.00 i 

to this worthy enterprise. 

In addition to this amount contributed by Hattiesburg, the Church 
has subscribed $50,000.00. ^ 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. G. S. Harmon as Super- 
intendent and Commissioner of the hospital. 

We recommend the election of the following Trustees: W. S. P. 

S Tatum, John A. McLeod, M. S. Enochs, Dr. I. W. Cooper, Chas. W. 

Crisler, whose terms of office shall expire at the session of Annual 
Conference, 1922; K. T. Moore, S. E. Moreton, L. N. Dantzler, L. L. 

Roberts, D. P. Cameron, J. T. Leggett, whose terms of office shall ex- 
pire with the session of Conference 1924; and H. S. Stevens, Jas. Hand, 

J. M. Morse, Herbert Gillis, Paul D. Hardin, and W. M. Sullivan, whose i 

terms of office shall expire at the session of Conference 1926. 

We hereby instruct the Trustees to secure immediately a charter 
for the hospital, which shall insure Conference ownership and control.

Report of the Board on Lay Activities. 

To the Bishop and Members of»the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — We, your Board of Lay Activities, beg leave to 
report as follows: Believing that an earnest effort to secure the ful- 

fillment of the pledges made to the Centenary is one of the most im- 
portant duties before us, we urge a more active co-operation on the 
part of pastors and laymen, throughout the Conference in pressing 
upon our people their obligations in this matter. 

We heartily endorse the plan of the General Board to set a definite 
time early in the year for a special effort to secure the pledges due. 

It is with pleasure that we note the increase of salaries for preach- 
ers in many of our charges, and we urge upon boards of stewards a I 
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still more adequate support for these active servants of the Church. 

We would renew our appeal for more deserving attention to, and 
liberal provision for our superannuates, and for the widows and or- 
phans of our deceased ministers. 

We insist upon an effort to provide a service in every church every 
Sunday as far as possible, and believe that some devoted laymen may 
be found to render that service when it is not within the power of the 
pastor to do so. 

We recognize the plan for the use of minute men as a valuable 
part of our layman’s organization, and believe that it may become a 
permanent asset to the Church. 

We respectfully urge the use of minute men in the approaching 
educational campaign, as well as in securing the pledges of the Cen- 
tenary. 

It is further urged that lay leaders and minute men give careful 
attention to the literature provided for them, and in their talks before 
congregations, diligently confine themselves to the allotted time. 

Conscious of the magnitude of the tasks that the Church of today 
must face, and of the responsibilities that rest upon every individual 
member, we would urge upon our laymen the necessity for earnest 
prayer and action. We further appeal for a firm stand against preva- 
lent worldliness, for a family altar in every home, and for loyalty to 
the institutions of our Church.

Report No. Two Board of Education. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

There have been referred to us communications from Emory Uni- 
versity and the various colleges and schools of our Conference, from 
which we gather the following important facts: 

I. Emory University. 

“The University now has in successful operation the following 
I Departments or Schools: The School of Liberal Arts, The Graduate 
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School, The SchopI of 
Medicine. 



Theology, The School of Law, The School of 



“These schools are served by faculties composed of capable and 
scholarly men, who have been very faithful in the discharge of their 
duties during the year.” 

The attendance has reached nearly one thousand and “is limited 
by the capacity” of the institution; and the buildings, though as ample 
as they are splendid, must be increased to meet the needs. These 
facts appeal to us very strongly. 

II. Millsaps College. 

President Watkins reports: 

“The twenty-ninth session of Millsaps College has opened au- 
spiciously. The enrollment to date is 296. This is a larger matricu- 
lation than has ever been had in the college during any entire session. ■ 

This showing is gratifying, especially when we consider the discontin- ; 

uance of the law department. The college department numbers 233. ; 

Until within the last two or three years, the matriculation in the col- i 

lege proper has been less than 200. Of the students enrolled, 23 are | 

young men preparing for the ministry and 36 are the children of min- ^ 

isters. 

“The buildings and grounds of the college are in better condition . ^ 

than ever in the history of the institution, the new dormitory adding 
very much to the attractiveness of the campus. The most significant 
fact of the current session is found in the completion of the two units 
of our new dormitory. Every room in the new dormitory was reserved 
before the opening day. Since that time we have been forced to domi- 
cile students in the Academy dormitory, where there are a few un- 
occupied rooms.

III. Whitworth College. 

The magnificence of Whitworth College is manifest to every mem- 
ber of this Conference. It has enrolled 280 pupils for the current ‘ 

session, 210 of whom are boarders. Four new buildings have been 
added during the past year, worth about $90,000. Contributions from 
the Lampton Bros., W. M. Buie, J. W. McGrath, C. S. Butterfield, J. L. ! 
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Dantzler, C. S. Moreton and others have made this possible. Twenty- 
five teachers, drawing salaries which aggregate $20,000, minister to 
the fine student body. 



IV. Port Gibson Female College. 

Port Gibson Female College has had a pleasant session to date. 
On account of abolishing the primary and kindergarten departments, 
the enrollment is not quite equal to last session, but as those depart- 
ments were not self-sustaining, the institution has lost nothing pe- 
cuniary by the change. The total enrollment to date is 72. Of these 
22 are local and 50 are from out of town. Among those who receive 
special rates are preachers’ children, 5; teachers’ children, 5; widows’ 
children, 4. Nine teachers are employed for full time and two for 
part time. 

One of the trustees. Rev. T. B. Holloman, has recently died. At 
the regular annual meeting last May the fellowing were selected as 
trustees, subject to your confirmation: B. C. Lum, H. H. Crisler, Sr., 

Rev. H. G. Hawkins, and J. N. Brashear. At a recent called meeting 
resignations of L. B. Allen and C. E. Morris were accepted on the 
ground that they had been legally disqualified by accepting positions 
on the municipal board of trustees. J. J. Jones and Mrs. Ethel Allen 
• were elected to succeed these, and Rev. T. J. O’Neil was elected to 
succeed Dr. T. B. Holloman, deceased. We ask your confirmation of 
these. 

V. Seashore Camp Ground School. 

This school is having a very prosperous session with an attendance 
of 160. Heretofore it has not really been the property of the Con- 
ference, though somewhat under its control. But now the school and 
the camp ground on which it stands have been tendered by the Dis- 
trict Conference of the New Orleans, Mobile and Seashore Districts, to 
the Louisiana, Alabama and Mississippi Annual Conferences; each of 
these Conferences to appoint three preachers and three laymen, the 
eighteen to constitute a board of trustees and managers, to hold and 
manage said property. The Alabama and Louisiana Conferences have 
already acceded to the proposal. We, therefore, recommend that this 
Conference also accede to the proposal; and we recommend the fol- 
lowing to represent the Mississippi Conference on this board: Rev. 

H. M. Ellis, Rev. C. W. Crisler, Rev. H. B. Watkins, Dr. W. T. Bolton, 
L. N. Dantzler, and Mr. M. S. Enochs. 

VI. Seashore Divinity School. 

Notwithstanding the continued handicap of inadequate hotel fa- 
cilities, the Seashore Divinity School conducted its annual meeting 
June 22nd to July 1st, 1920, with an attendance of preachers larger 
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than for years. This fact shows beyond a question that the continued j 

life and progress of this institution is of vital importance. I 

The program of lectures at this year’s session was fully up to the 
high standard of previous years, and gave universal satisfaction. 

Plans for the program of 1921 are well under way. Bishops Quayle 
and McMurry promise to be present.

The following report was read and adopted: 

Report No. Two Board of Missions. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Your Board of Missions beg leave to make the 
following report. In this present crucial hour of the world’s history, in 
the reaction from the great world war, in the chaotic conditions of 
Europe, in the demoralized situations of our great cities, in the evi- 
dence of evil forces at work everywhere, your Board of Missions feels 
that our great Centenary Movement was nothing short of directly 
providential. In its attempt to throw the weight of its influence 
against the great tides of reaction in our own land and in its attempt 
to reconstruct the old worlds, our own church without doubt is work- 
ing out its own salvation and when clouds are gone and the battle 
has been won will be found in the front ranks of those mighty forces 
which have saved and remade a whole world. 

We congratulate the church generally upon the success up to this 
time that has attended the Centenary Movement and earnestly call 
upon our part of Zion for the completion of the task. Our Treasurer 
reports that up to this time $191,525.09 have been collected on our 
million-dollar pledge,, which leaves a deflcit of $87,886.91 at this mo- 
ment unpaid. Every impulse of right and loyalty and self-preservation 

calls upon us for the completion of the task. We heartily commend 
the plan for a “Clean Up” week to be announced soon in which it is. 
hoped that the Centenary pledges may be brought up to date. 

We have had great pleasure at this session in the presence of Dr. 
Russell of our General Board of Missions, whose private counsel and 
public addresses have greatly stimulated the missionary spirit in this 
session of our Conference. We would heartily commend the work of 
Mr. W. D. Hawkins, our Missionary Secretary, done this year, which 
has placed the Mississippi Conference at this moment in the seventh 
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place of amounts collected on the Centenary, which place we hope to 
see steadily advanced. 

Your Board would report that on our regular assessments for Con- 
ference Missions we have raised this year $7,402.53, which is 70 ^/^% 
of our total. 

Your Board heard with a great deal of pleasure a report from the 
Corresponding Secretary of the Woman’s Missionary Society, Mrs. 
H. L. McClesky, who reported 160 societies with 3,000 members, and 
in the three-quarters of the year that has passed $10,000.00 out of a 
$12,000.00 pledge has already been raised. Methodism is proud of the 
faith and generosity of a womanhood which has this year pledged one 
million dollars as its annual assessment. 

We were very glad in this connection to note a forward movement 
in our work at Biloxi, where with the co-operation of the General 
Board of Missions, we are supporting a preacher among the people 
near the Wesley House, which charge is denominated the Wesley 
Memorial Church. 

Our attention was called by Dr. Russell to the movement for rural 
demonstration work and your Board provided that one of our young 
men would be sent to the school at Junaluska this summer, where 
matters pertaining to the rural church will be studied. This young 
man to be selected by a committee from this Board. 

Your Board heard with great pleasure reports from Conference 
Evangelists D. E. Kelly, J. V. Bennett and W. T. Griffin, and heartily 
commends the splendid work these men are doing for Evangelism 
within our own Conference. We nominate for Conference Evangelists 
for the coming year: D. E. Kelly, J. V. Bennett, andW. T. Griffin. 

We also commend T. J. Norsworthy, Local Preacher, to evangelistic 
work among our preachers. 

We would report that Baldwin W. Gause, State Field Manager 
of the Anti-Saloon League of America, was present before our Board 
and in accordance with his request your Board wishes to express the 
sympathy of the church with the great world program for prohibition 
as contained in the world program of the Anti-Saloon League of 
America. 

We nominate as Superintendent of the Mississippi Home Finding 
Society, located at Jackson, Miss., J. L. Sutton. We also nominate 
with great pleasure for the same work that he has been doing with the 
General Sunday School Board and General Board of Missions our 
brother. Rev. J. L. Neil. 

We regret very much the absence on account of illness of our 
Treasurer, P. D. Hardin, which necessitates an incompleteness in the 
records of the Treasurer, and also necessitates delay in settlement 
with our missionaries until Brother Hardin himself can handle the 
entire records and mail to the missionaries their checks. For this 
cause, in addition to the $7,402.53 available from the Conference Mis- 
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sions fund, there is available from the Centenary of last year approx- 
imately $8,200.00, 10% of the Centenary collections from our Confer- 
ence returned to this Board. 

We estimate in the coming year that we will have available from 

the Centenary Fund $11,500.00.

Report of Committee on the State of the Church. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — We, your Committee on the State of the Church, 
would report as follows: 

We are gratified to note the continued liberality of our people, 
which we trust may abound more and more for the increase of the 
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Kingdom and for blessings toward those who give in the spirit of the 
Master. We rejoice in the success of the Centenary Movement and 
urge that in fidelity to God and for the safety and enrichment of 
Christian character and the enlargement of our borders we faithfully 
meet our obligations in the amounts pledged and yet unpaid. We 
would also impress upon our people the importance of Christian edu- 
cation in connection with the educational campaign now being under- 
taken by our Church. 

We further rejoice in that we report a larger number of acces- 
sions to the church than at any of our recent sessions, and are greatly 
gratified at the number of effective revivals reported, and recommend 
that we pray for a widening and deepening of the evangelistic spirit 
among us and that we have such a spirit of pastoral diligence as will 
conserve the results, by saving the new converts to the church and 
promoting their growth in grace and knowledge of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. 

We are grieved and alarmed at the tide of worldliness and sin 
that continues to sweep over our land, in such forms as Sabbath 
desecration, licentiousness, gambling, divorce, profiteering, and danc- 
ing in its worse aspects, immodest and indelicate dress, together with 
extreme devotion to the moving pictures, which are too frequently 
suggestive and unclean. All of these the Church seems powerless to 
check, some of them reaching even to its sanctuaries, being indulged 
by its members without direct pastoral rebuke or any form of church 
discipline. We feel that a serious hour is upon us, that the time has 
come to sound the alarm with no uncertain note and in trumpet tones. 

Judgment should begin at the house of God. 

We believe this to be a time that calls for fasting and prayer 
in which our ministry should lead by example and emphasis in their 
preaching. We are praying less than our fathers did and the family 
altar has largely fallen down in the homes of our people, while fasting 
has almost wholly disappeared, despite the solemn vows of our min- 
istry to recommend fasting by precept and example. At this crisis 
when we are in much dire need of ministers we need to fast and pray 
the Lord of the harvest to send forth more laborers into His harvest. 

Withal we feel that our pulpits should emphasize holiness unto 
the Lord in plain Scriptural terms; that we should stress God’s awful 
condemnation of sin and the gospel call to repentance. Also that 
more emphasis should be given to such cardinal doctrines as convic- 
tion for sin, regeneration, the witness of the Spirit, and of growth in 
grace. - 

We would also call your attention further to the almost total 
neglect of discipline in our churches. Thank God we still keep watch 
over our ministry, allowing none but clean men to remain in our pul- 
pits. But what of our churches? Where is discipline being adminis- 
tered for breach of church vows, improper words and actions, or even 
immoral conduct? Have we forgotten that portion of the General

Rule, “We will admonish him of the error of his ways; we will bear 
with him for a season; but if he repent not he hath no place among 
us, we have delivered our souls”? 

Have we allowed our lust for membership, our financial demands, 
to make us compromise with the world? God forbid! If so may He 
grant us repentance. Here your committee feels that the decline is 
so general that no one man or a few men can directly accomplish 
anything. Zion’s watchmen must all awake. There must be concerted 
action. Alone we can only sound the alarm. 

We would submit this report for your consideration, your prayers, 
your wise and just action, trusting that it may find such response in 
your consciousness and ours that we may give new strength to the 
Church that she may purify herself and offer a more effective barrier 
to sin and evil and hasten to wondrously enlarge her borders.

Report No. Two Board of Church Extension. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Your Board of Church Extension begs leave to 
make the following report: 

The first business considered by this Board at this Conference 
was hearing a presentation by Rev. W. M. Young, Chairman of the 
Board of Church Extension of the North Mississippi Conference rel- 
ative to the needs of an adequate church building in front of the cam- 
pus of the Woman’s State College, located at Columbus, Mississippi. 
That presentation showed that we now have 347 Methodist girls in 
that college this session, more of them from the Mississippi Conference 
territory than from the North Mississippi. We were asked for $250.00 
a year for five years, half as much as the North Mississippi Confer- 
ence had pledged. Without a dissenting vote we agreed to give them 
that amount. Then G. L. Carley, a lay member of the Board, asked 
permission to raise that amount as a special, but this Board stands 
pledged for the $1,250.00 to help make that enterprise a success. 

The next important matter considered was the obligation assumed 
by this Conference to the Washington City Church nine years ago. 
The action of this Board on that matter is clearly set forth in report 
No. 1 previously adopted. 

As we study the work of the Church Extension arm of the church 
we become more fully convinced that the money we have for dona- 
tions and loans should be used in such a way as to enable the pastor, 
or some one else to raise more money from the members of the church 
and community for that building. The Chairman and Secretary stand 
ready to help you in any way possible to that end. 

We would urge every pastor who contemplates building a church 
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to correspond with Dr. Baylor, the Architectural Secretary, before 
deciding upon the plan of the building. 

The total received in this Conference this year for Church Exten- 
sion work is $5,829.85, which is $507.15 less than we received last 
year. 

We have had eleven applications from churches and four from 
parsonages before us for consideration, asking for a total in donations 
of $5,600.00. We had for donation purposes only $2,400.00, which was 
less than half the askings; but by using our loan fund we have been 
able to give relief to all these applicants. Those aided by donations 
are as follows: Camden, $500; Hurley, $100; Sarepta, $200; Winne- 

fred, $250; Santee, $100. Parsonages — Avera, $250; South McComb, 
$150; Gibson Memorial, $200; Summit, $100. Loans Granted — Kate 
Fields Memorial, $1,000; West End Laurel, $600; Pleasant Hill, $600.

Dear Brethren: — We rejoice in the increased efficiency of our 
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Orphans’ Home in Jackson, Miss., through whose doors over two 
hundred and fifty homeless boys and girls have passed since the last 
session of this Conference. 

Careful inquiry develops the gratifying fact that these boys and 
girls, under the careful tutelage of Rev. B. F. Lewis and his corps 
of workers, are developing into stalwart youth, self-reliant and ef- 
ficient. 

The “Home Finding Department,” under the direction of Mrs. 
Alma G. Riley, Field Secretary, has been carrying on a vigorous “fol- 
low-up” campaign, and today the Home is in possession of facts con- 
cerning every child who has gone into a foster home within the past 
five or six years. We cannot commend too highly the great care ex- 
ercised by this institution in placing children. 

The buildings and equipments are being brought to a state of 
thorough repair and efficiency as rapidly as means supplied by the 
Church will allow. We earnestly urge every Church and Sunday 
School to fall in line with a monthly collection for the support of this 
great and essential institution. 

We heartily recommend the reappointment of Rev. B. F. Lewis as 
Superintendent. 

The term of office of Rev. A. F. Watkins, W. M. Buie and Mrs. 
H. N. Austin expires as Directors with this session of the Conference. 
We respectfully nominate them to succeed themselves as members of 
the Board of Directors.

Report Board of Directors Orphans’ Home. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference of 

the Methodist Episcopal Church, South: 

Dear Brethren: — During the year just closing, two hundred and 
fifty-seven (257) children have passed through the Mississippi Meth- 
odist Orphans’ Home. Seventy-one have been received, and fifty have 
been placed in good homes or gone to relatives, leaving on November 
first one hundred and ninety-six (196) with us. There have been more 
applications for admission into the Home during this year than at 
any time during any previous year, but the large majority of these 
were not proper subjects for the Orphans’ Home. 

During the past twelve months we have instituted a vigorous 
“follow-up” campaign, and are today in possession of facts concerning 
almost every child who has gone from us within the past five or six 
years. This kind of work we propose continuing as it is a wrong to 
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place a child in a home and then abandon it without being thoroughly 
convinced the child has been well placed. 

Our day school still does excellent work and the results are every 
day becoming more appreciated. There are four girls in college, 
thirteen boys and girls in high school in Jackson, and one of our 
girls, having completed a business course, is filling a lucrative po- 
sition. 

All the religious activities of the Home are kept up, viz: the Sun- 
day School, Epworth League, preaching service, and the daily song 
and prayer service. During the spring fifty of our children professed 
conversion and joined the church and as they leave the Home for 
foster homes those who are church members take their certificates 
with them. 

Our repair work is still in progress. The buildings have been 
painted, roofs repaired, and such equipment as facilitate work and 
as were within our means, purchased. The farm is in good condition 
and our boys are being properly taught agriculture. Through the 
goodness of heart and generosity of the ladies of Rosedale, the nursery 
has been completely furnished. Through the co-operation of the pas- 
tors and laymen of the Greenville District, North Mississippi Confer- 
ence, the little girls’ dormitory has also been completely refurnished. 
There is not a piece of furniture of any kind in either of these rooms 
which was there twelve months ago. For all this we not only thank 
these good and thoughtful friends, but especially our good friend. 
Brother J. W. Robertson, District Agent of the Greenville District. 

At the last annual meeting of the Board it was deemed advisable 
to change the name of the Orphanage from “Mississippi Orphans’ 
Home” to the “Mississippi Methodist Orphans Home.” A committee 
was appointed to have the charter amended and put into effect this 
change, and this has been done. 

Our financial report has been the best in our history. This has 
enabled us to meet our bills as they fall due, and still a small surplus 
for the renovation of our buildings. We hope to continue this phase 
of our work until our plant is in good physical condition. 

We desire to here express our hearty appreciation of the noble 
Christian work that is now being rendered under our Brother B. F. 
Lewis, as Superintendent; Mrs. S. F. Riley, Field Secretary, and their 
co-laborers. 

The term of office of Rev. A. F. Watkins, W. M. Buie and Mrs. 
H. N. Austin expire at this conference and we request you to elect 
their successors.

A. F. Watkins, a member of the Board of Trustees of the Home, 
heartily commended the great work Brother Lewis is doing at 
the Home. 

The following report was read and adopted: 

Report No. Two Sunday School Board. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — The Sunday School Board is much gratified at 
being able to report a very prosperous year. Our Field Secretary 
has been in labors abundant. During the year he has traveled over 
twelve thousand miles, organized ten new Sunday Schools, nine teacher 
training classes, twenty-five cradle rolls, thirty-two Wesley Bible 
Classes, held seven District Sunday School Institutes, and one Stan- 
dard Teacher Training School, besides looking after many other im- 
portant phases of Sunday School work. 

Our Elementary worker has also been busy traveling, speaking, 
holding personal conferences, assisting in the preparation of programs 
for our various schools, advising, besides much office work. Through 
her efforts seven schools have been reorganized, six cradle rolls or- 
ganized, two institutes held, and three District Institutes visited. 

The spirituality of our schools has been on the increase. While 
we are not able to give exact figures, we are in a position to know 
that a large number of our Sunday School pupils have been converted 
and joined the church. 

During the fall a Standard Teacher Training School was held at 
Gulfport. Thirty-nine officers and teachers enrolled and of this num- 
ber eleven qualified for credits. During the year sixty-four of our 
Sunday School workers obtained credits for work done. This as- 
sures us of a better corps of teachers in the future. 

We have planned for a conference-wide Standard Teacher Train- 
ing School to be held in the City of Jackson during the early summer 
at Millsaps College, both the dormitories and the recitation rooms 
have most generously been placed at our disposal by Dr. Watkins, and 
some of the best qualified teachers of our church are now being se- 
cured for this school. Full particulars will be mailed from the Jack- 
son office in a few weeks. We urge all our pastors to give this school 
their heartiest co-operation. 

In addition to this, we have planned for quarterly institutes on 
our circuits, and for other Standard Schools in the Conference. 




Without burdening this report with details, we have given con- 
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sideration to the various suggestions sent down from the Nashville 
office and we would call attention to Children’s Week, Missionary 
Specials, Sunday School Day, etc., literature for all of which will be 
mailed direct to you in a few weeks. These suggestions meet with 
our heartiest approval, and we ask your co-operation. 

During the year Brother D. S. Harmon, who has been our Treas- 
urer for the past two years, moved from the State. This vacated his 
office. Brother Garner Lester, of Jackson, Miss., has been substi- 
tuted for Brother Harmon, and has been elected Treasurer of this 
Board. We ask that all money raised on Sunday School Day be sent 
direct to Brother Lester. Address him, Mr. Garner Lester, care Mill- 
saps Building, Jackson, Miss.

Report of Committee on Sabbath Observance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — We, your Committee on Sabbath Observance, 
beg leave to submit the following report: 

Believing that the keeping of the Sabbath as God commands is 
necessary for the safety, progress, and happiness of our people, we 
heartily deplore the general desecration of our Sabbath day. It is a 
certain sign of impending destruction. 

One of the chief cornerstones of our national greatness was the 
fixed habit of our forefathers to strictly observe the Sabbath. If we 
depart from that habit, curses will overtake us; yea, are overtaking 
us. Keeping the Sabbath will help all and hurt none. Money making 
through Sunday work will curse those who do it, as it has cursed 
others in all the ages past. 

All working men by whomever employed, as well as all others, 
should have and keep the Sabbath. Working seven days in the week 
will destroy the religious life of men or nation. Every man should 
have Sunday with his home, his wife and children, his Sunday School 
and Church. 

For these reasons we urge all members, citizens and public of- 
ficials to do their best to stop all Sunday labor, all Sunday trains, 
state and inter-state, to stop all postoffices and all mails on Sunday, 
stop the transportation and publication of Sunday newspapers, to 
stop all Sunday theaters, picture shows, baseball, golf and like games; 
to stop all trade and traffic on Sunday, including all gasoline stores, 
soft drinks and soda water stores and drug stores, excepting always 
instances of charity and necessity, as taking the ox out of the ditch, 
and supplying needed medicine and relief ‘to the sick and suffering, 
overtaken by distress that could not be provided against before 
Sunday. 

We urge the passage by Congress of a National Sunday law for 
Sabbath observance in the District of Columbia and in all inter-state 
commerce; and to stop all Sunday mails, postoffices, railroad trains, 
and newspapers, and we endorse for that purpose the law proposed 
by our sister (Tennessee) Annual Conference, through their commit- 
tee (Noah W. Cooper, W. R. Webb, and E. B. Chappell), as it now 
appears on page 3377 of the Congressional Record, of Feb. 20, 1920. 

And we favor state laws of like character. 

We request that a committee of three — Chas. W. Crisler, H. F. 
Tolle and J. L. Neil — be appointed by our Bishop to cooperate with the 
said Tennessee Conference Committee and others for like purpose. 
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in urging the enactment by Congress and by our State Lregislature of 
these proposed laws; and to do their utmost to build up public senti- 
ment that will require the enactment and enforcement of these laws.

Rev. T. W. Adams raised $1,027.65 as a Superannuate Relief Fund 
since September of this year. His expenses in raising the same was 
the sum of $226.39, which deducted from the amount collected leaves

FIFTH DAY— MEMORIAL SESSION. ' 

Brookhaven, Mississippi, December 5, 1920. 

Memorial Session — The Conference met in Memorial Ses- 
sion at 3 o’clock p. m., M. L. Burton presiding. 

Hymn No. 597 was sung, and I. W. Cooper led the Confer- 
ence in prayer. T. W. Adams read the Scripture lesson from 
the twenty-third chapter of Revelation. Hymn 628 was sung. 

Question Eleven — “What preachers have died during the 
year?” was called, and the report of the Committee on Memoirs 
announced the name of T. B. Holloman as having died. 

The memoir of Brother Holloman was read by A. F. Wat- 
kins. 

' . The Conference was led in prayer by Ira B. Robertson, 
and a quartette, composed of three of the Lewis brothers and 
S. F. Harkey, sang “The Last Mile of the Way.” 
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THOMAS BASCOM HOLLOMAN. 

“The voice at midnight came; 

He started up to hear; 

A mortal arrow pierced his frame; 

He fell; but felt no fear.” 

When the message at midnight flashed across the wire from 
Yazoo City that Brother Holloman had just passed away, the 
listener heard with a startled cry of pain and sorrow; but the 
words of James Montgomery’s immortal hymn came with a 
sense of comfort to his heart; for he knew that it was well with 
the servant of God. 

Thomas Bascom Holloman was born in Yazoo County, Mis- 
sissippi, January 18th, 1851, the son of T. R. Holloman and Re- 
becca (Cook) Holloman. His early life was spent in his father’s 
home near Phoenix, and here he received his earlier education 
in the local schools and from tutors living in the home. 

That his childhood and youth were happy no one who knew 
him in his later life can doubt. His mind was alert and his heart 
friendly. The charm of the great out-of-doors, the lure of the 
farm and its varied activities, the droll sayings and the homely 
wisdom of the Negroes in the quarters caught his eye and won 
his heart and explained the knowledge of the stock and crops, 
his love of nature and the friendly interest that in later years 
attracted all who knew him. 

Of his early religious experience, we know nothing. He 
probably joined the church in his childhood and was converted 
in his youth. For as a young man he was a devoted Christian 
and throughout his long and useful life he adorned the gospel 
that he preached. 

In 1869 he entered Emory and Henry College, Va., and was 
graduated from that institution in the summer of 1873. In De- 
cember, 1873, he was received on trial in the Mississippi Con- 
ference and entered upon that genial and fruitful service that 
lengthened out with unvarying popularity and success to nearly 
fifty years. The passing years found him serving his people in 
every grade of appointment open to a member of the Confer- 
ence — first as junior preacher, then as preacher in charge upon 
the humbler circuits, then pastor in those delightful charges fur- 
nished by the smaller towns, then in the best stations in the 
Conference, then as presiding elder of the strongest district 
in the State; ever loving his people and loved by them, ever 
intent upon doing them good, ever attentive to the young, ever 
maintaining before men his manly integrity, and ever walking 
as becometh a Christian gentleman. 

Two years he served in the Jefferson Street Church, Natchez, 
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the cradle of Methodism and Protestantism in the Southwest. 
Two years were given to the Main Street Church, Hattiesburg, 
where he enterprised the building of the new church and began 
the construction of the beautiful edifice that is the pride of that 
loyal people. Three years were spent in Crystal Springs; four 
years in Port Gibson; four in Yazoo City; four in Canton. Eight 
years were the limit of his service to the Crawford Street 
Church, Vicksburg, where he paid the debt left by his predeces- 
sor upon the handsome new church, and where he used to say 
with worthy pride he had more friends than anywhere else in 
the world. Four years were given to the presiding eldership of 
the Jackson District. Three years were devoted to the cause 
of education as the president of our East Mississippi Female 
College at Meridian. 

In 1874 he was happily married to Miss Mollie Holliday, of 
Canton, Miss. Mrs. Holloman died in 1883 in the parsonage in 
Yazoo City, leaving seven little children. 

In 1885 Brother Holloman was married ’ to Miss Matilda 
Jones, the daughter of the Rev. John G. Jones, the historian of 
Methodism in Mississippi and the Southwest. This noble woman, 
who survives her husband, was a blessing in his home, as a 
helpful wife and a devoted mother to his children. 

In 1918 Brother Holloman was given the superannuate re- 
lation; but, while accepting the action of his brethren as to his 
relation to the Conference, he did not feel that his work was 
done and he continued to write and preach as opportunity served, 
and in the spring of 1920 he was placed in charge of the Lake 
City Circuit in his native county. This was to him like the re- 
newing of his youth and he rejoiced as he went in and out 
among his people. 

At Lake City, September 5th, he preached in the evening 
and during the service was taken sick. The night was spent 
in the home of a friend, and early the next morning in great 
pain he made the trip to Yazoo City, where after three days, sur- 
rounded by his family, the recipient of the most tender minis- 
trations of his friends, he quietly passed away. His death, 
which took place Thursday night, September 9th, 1920, was as 
gentle as his life had been; at peace with God and man the 
wearied servant of God fell asleep. 

Friday afternoon in the Methodist Church in Yazoo City, 
in the presence of a great concourse of sorrowing friends, the 
funeral services were held. Short talks were made by Rev. 
L. E. Alford, Rev. N. B. Harmon, and the writer of these lines, 
and the body was taken by train to Itta Bena and consigned to 
the grave to await the resurrection of those who sleep in Jesus. 
Six children mourn the father’s death — four sons and two daugh- 
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ters. One daughter, Hattie, had died in early womanhood. Sur- 
viving him also is one sister, Mrs. Summerfield Brown, who 
lives with her daughter, Mrs. J. W. Ward, of Booneville. 

In person Brother Holloman was of medium height, slender 
in build, with dark eyes and dark hair. He was graceful in 
movement and gracious in manner. In his later years his hair, 
which had defied the passing of the years and remained dark 
and abundant, was distinguished by a broad white lock that 
waved like a white plume above his well-shaped head. 

Brother Holloman was a fiuent and animated preacher, given 
to homely illustrations; but always characterized by the dignity 
and reverence of one who realizes that the words he speaks are 
the words of eternal life. 

He was a frequent and attractive contributor to the Church 
papers, and hundreds of devout readers of the New Orleans 
Christian Advocate turned with eager interest to his articles. 
His last contribution to this paper appeared in the issue that 
announced his death, and those who read “The End of the Va- 
cation,” thought with a sense of loneliness of the friend who 
had gone home. 

In 1902 Brother Holloman received the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Divinity, conferred by the faculty and trustees of 
Emory and Henry College, a worthy testimonial from his alma 
mater to her honored son. 

Possibly the most striking characteristic of Brother Hol- 
loman was his friendliness. He had a veritable genius for 
friendship with all that the word involves of kindliness and un- 
selfish service; and he who showed himself thus friendly re- 
ceived in return a wealth of friendship that few men have pos- 
sessed. 

Such a man could not have been other than openhanded and 
generous, and no worthy cause appealed to him in vain. The 
numerous occasions at the Conference sessions when oppor- 
tunity was given to cultivate the grace of liberality always found 
him ready to respond. 

For twenty years Dr. Holloman was a devoted and useful 
member of the Board of Trustees of Millsaps College. He at- 
tended its meetings regularly and was always ready in counsel 
and in service. One of the duties that by common consent was 
always imposed upon him was that of delivering the medals and 
other prizes on commencement day. This he did gracefully and 
appropriately and to the delight of the audience. Those assem- 
bled upon such occasions in the coming years will miss this 
gracious ministry at his hands, a ministry in which he took 
pleasure because it gave pleasure to others. 

“Servant of God, well done; 

Rest from thy loved employ; 

The battle fought, the victory won, 

Enter thy Master’s joy.” 
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Pending the adoption of the report, affectionate tribute 
was paid to the memory of Brother Holloman by T. W. Adams, 
Ira B. Eobertson, H. W. Featherstun, E. L. Alford, C. F. Emery,

The report was adopted by a rising vote.
